THE CO-OPERATIVE NEWS COMPANY. 


Tuk American News Company, since its early 
successes during the war, has seen many rival 
companies appear and disappear, partly by direct 
failure, partly by purchase and consolidation, 
and its superb organization and financial 
Strength, obtained in great measure by the de- 
posits of dealers from whom it collects in ad- 
vance, give it still a practical monopoly of the 
business in this country. The chronic dissatis- 
faction with the methods of an organization 
which, having everything in its own hands, has 
also a natural disinclination to make concessions 
to which it is not compelled by competition, 
again and again, however, takes shape in new 
projects, out of which a rival news company of 
permanence is likely to come when sufficient 
capital, business ability, and staying power are 
brought to the task. 

The Mutual News Company gave the best 
promise of any organization that had been 
Started for years, but it had the disadvantage 
that it was practically in the hands of one man, 
Mr. Bennett, whose business actions are often 
based rather upon impulse, or instinct, than 
upon a continuous and persistent line of policy. 
Its practical managers still assert that it was 
fairly on the road to success, had not Mr. Ben- 
nett taken the ground from under them ; but it 
is certain that large sums were lost, and it is 
difficult to judge as to what the actual prospects 
of that company really were. ; 

The newsdealers themselves, whose opposition 
to Mr. Bennett’s course in regard to the price 
of the Herald did not smooth the way for the 
Mutual, identified with him, have now under- 
taken the task of shaping the Opposition to the 
American News Company, on a co-operative 
basis. The Mewsman, published in Boston, and 
representing the ‘‘ Newsdealers’ and Stationers’ 
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National Association of America,’’ which was 
organized October Ist, 1884, has been raining 
blows thick and fast upon the American News 
Company, and it recently announced the organ- 
ization of the ‘‘ Newsdealers.and Stationers’ 
Co-operative Supply Company,” 
posed capital of $50,000, in shares of $10 each. 
At the National. Convention of Newsdealers, 
held in Philadelphia last week, which is reported 
elsewhere, this company was indorsed by reso- 
lutions passed in executive session. This action 
was opposed in a protest, signed by S. P. Ferree 
and others of Philadelphia, setting forth that the 
proposed company is not co-operative in fact,

The publishing and bookselling trade are much 
interested in this matter, and their interests 
would doubtless be served by the organization 
of an efficient and permanent rival company. 
But the American News Company, whatever 
may be the criticism upon its methods, is one of 
the best-managed corporations in the country, 
holding a position like the Western Union in 
telegraphy. It will not be successfully rivalled 
except by means, brains, and staying power 
equal to its own, for against the dissatisfaction 
with it, must be put the fact that at present it has 
the field. A truly co-operative enterprise, with 
sufficient capital, and with men at the head who 
will command entire confidence and general sup- 
port, is most likely to meet it on its own ground, 
for its own capital comes largely from the co- 
operation of depositors who have no control. 
Whether the present project can lay claim to be 


of this sort, remains to be seen. 


ONTARIO BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION.—The 
first annual meeting will be held in Toronto, on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the 4th and sth of 
August. The first session will commence at two 
o’clock on the 4th, another session in the even- 
ing ; and one in the forenoon of the 5th. Ar- 
rangements are being made to discuss practical 
subjects on matters connected with the trade, 
such as: the policy of buying goods six months 
or more in advance ; the question of buying net 
or long prices with discount off ; necessity of 
uniformity in price, etc. Each subject will be 
opened by a speech of about twenty minutes by 
some man well posted on the subject—to be then 
left open for discussion. 

On Wednesday afternoon it is the intention of 
the Toronto Trade, booksellers, stationers, and 
fancy-goods dealers, to give an invitation to all 
members of the association and their ladies to 
have a sail on the Lake. 
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THE NEWSDEALERS’ CONVENTION. 


THE Newsdealers’ and Stationers’ National 
Association held its second annual convention in 
Philadelphia last week, commencing the session 
on the 14th. There were delegates from all the 
States. Stephen Richardson, of New York, oc- 
cupied the chair, and in opening the convention 
called attention to the fact that the association, 
during the past year, had been gradually and 
steadily growing stronger and influential. He 
spoke of the suffering endured by newsdealers 
from extortion and from an imposition forced on 
them by the selfishness of those who are willing 
to sacrifice everything to theirownends. ‘‘ The 
misunderstanding,’’ he went on to say, “ be- 
tween the New York //era/d and the New York 
newsdealers was the primary cause of the city 
organization. The members’ knew the power 
that the organization gave them, and were for- 
tunate in having capable and earnest men to lead 
them. A few months ago the leading spirits in 
the movement against the American News Com- 
pany organized the Newsdealers’ and Stationers’ 
Co-operative Supply Company, with a capital 
stock of $50,000. The object of the company is 
to purchase, carry, distribute and sell all kinds 
of newspapers, periodicals and other printed 
matter in such a way as to benefit the trade. 
The company has five offices in New York and 
expects to establish branches in the principal 
cities of the country.”’ 

The chief obstacle to the Supply Company, 
according to Mr. Richardson, is that the news 
company controls the circulation of so many 
books and periodicals. There is at present no 
clear way by which the new society can secure a 
foothold. Many letters were read complaining 
of the American News Company. Frank S. 
Weed, of Russell, Kansas, complained of over- 
charges, and said that he was frequently in re- 
ceipt of bundles of weekly sensational papers 
that he had not ordered, and on returning them 
to the American News Company could obtain no 
redress. He suggested that dealers refuse all busi- 
ness with it. Among other things it was stated 
that six-cent weeklies published in New York 
were sold to dealers there for four cents, while 
in Philadelphia four-and-three-quarter cents were 
charged. These rates were increased according 
to distance, and as the dealers had to pay freight 
charges, the margin was exceedingly small. The 
convention must counteract this by buying di- 
rectly from the publishers or the Supply Com- 
pany. 

A committee of three was appointed to look 
into the charge that excessive freight charges 
were exacted by the Americdn News Company. 
The committee presented the following resolu- 
tions 


Resolved, That the remedy for the excessive charges for 
the six-cent publications is through competition. That 
we, the newsdealers of America, in convention assembled, 
hereby pledge ourselves to push only such publications as 
are open to competition and are furnished to our association 
at the lowest rate to jobbers, That we encourage the 
standing of competing publications of any class in which 
competition does not already exist. And that we discour- 
age in every possible way the publishers, manufacturers 
and dealers that may be in any sense monopolies. 


Samuel J. Roberts, of Canton, O., presented 
the following resolutions as an addition to the 
report : 


Whereas, One of the greatest sources of trouble and loss 
to new ~dealers at the present time is the extortionate whole- 
sale rates of the American News Company upon the so- 
called six-cent story papers, the profit to the company and 
its branches being in many instances nearly double that of 
the retail dealer, and 


Whereas, We are of the opinion that an extortion is prac- 
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tised upon the reading classes by the publication of story 
papers which must be sold at six, seven, seven and a half 
or ten cents per copy, according to the location of the 
dealer, in orderto allow aliving margin, and 

Whereas, The postal rate upon second-class matter has 
been reduced to one cent per pound to any part of the 
United States, doing away with the necessity of the Ame ri 
can News Comp: any’s fluctuating scale of ** freight charges” 
between various distributing centres ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the National Association of Newsdeal. 
ers does hereby suggest and advise the establishment 
of a first-class weekly story paper, to be everywhere sold at 
retail at five cents, at wholesale at three cents, and to be 
returnable to the entire trade, dealers to pay transporta 
tion charges both ways; and be it further 

Resolved, That the members of this association hereby 
pledge themselves to do all that in their power lies to pr 
mote the interests of such a paper, if established, and to 
secure the hearty co-operation of their fellow-dealers 
throughout the United States to this end. 


The report, as amended by Mr. Roberts, was, 
after slight discussion, unanimously adopted. 

In the afternoon of the last day the Conven- 
tion went into executive session to consider the 
affairs of the Newsdealers and Stationers’ Co- 
operative Supply Company. President Richard- 
son made an address, in which he detailed the 
history of that enterprise, and said that it had 
been eminently successful since its organization. 
The following resolution was offered by Albert 
T. Cotton, of Lynn, Mass., and was adopted : 


Resolved, That we heartily endorse the Newsdealers and 
Stationers’ Co-operative Supply Company, which has been 
organized in complianc e with the recommendations from 
the National Association, and that we recommend it to the 
newsdealers of the country for their encouragement and 
patronage, believing that with their support it will be the 
means of freeing the trade from the monopoly which at 
present controls it. 

A number of other resolutions were presented 
and adopted, among which was one recommend- 
ing the repeal of the law of libel as it exists in 
New York at present, holding distributors as well 
as publishers responsible for libel, and one con- 
demning the occupation by the Manhattan Ele- 
vated News Co. of the public streets without 


warrant of law. Another important resolution 
adopted was ‘‘that a committee of five be 
appointed to organize news-dealers’ unions 
throughout the country, to be called the Na 


tional Committee on Organization ; that it be 
empowered to raise funds and appoint its own 
officers ; that it be given authority to incorporate 
such unions as are already started, make news- 
dealers’ interests entirely the interests of the 
national organization, and that the chairman ol 


| the latter body be ex-officio a member of the 


committee appointed.”

LAW BOOK COPYRIGHTS. 


From the Interocean. 


In the case of E. B. Myers, the law publish- 
ers, against Callaghan & Co., also law publishers, 
Judge Blodgett decided the exceptions to the 
Masters’ reports. The case involved the copy- 
rights to volumes 32 to 46, inclusive, of the IIli- 
nois Reports. Judge Drummond long since had 
decided that Callaghan & Co. had by their pub- 
lication of the above volumes infringed Myers’ 
copyright in them, and a reference was ordered 
to Master in Chancery Bishop as to volumes 32 
to 38, inclusive. Mr. Bishop reported the dam- 
ages at about $7000. As to volumes 39 to 46, a 
reference was made to Master in Chancery Ben- 
nett, who reported damages at about $5000. Ex- 
ceptions to both reports were taken by both 
parties, and were heard by Judge Blodgett in 
March last. 

In the accounting, both masters refused to 
allow Callaghan & Co. for the cost of the stere- 
otype plates, as well as for the editorial labor 
and salaries claimed by defendants in their busi- 
ness as a deduction from the amount of money 


received by them on the sales of the books. The 


court sustained the ruling of the masters on all |

these questions as not being legitimate deduc- 


tions. Mr. Bennett, in ascertaining the average 
cost of producing the volumes sold, distributed 


the cost of the whole edition over all the volumes 


printed, making the cost of those sold the same | 


Mr. Bishop, on the other 
hand, charged to the books sold the entire cost 
of the whole edition, so that those voiumes re- 
maining unsold cost substantially nothing. The 
court affirmed both the reports. It is proper to 
state as to the books in the reference to Mr.

nett, there is no proceeding to compel delivery 
of the unsold books to Myers, and in that con- 
nection the court held that so long as the defend- 
ants refused to deliver the unsold books to Myers 
they should not be allowed the cost of producing 
them, but if delivered they would be entitled to 
the cost. 

Another question involved was whether the 
defendants were to be charged with the profits 
on the copies of the infringing volumes which 
they had once sold, repurchased, and sold again 
as second-hand. The court held that a resale 
by the defendants of a second-hand copy was . 
just as much a violation of Myers’ copyright as 
the sale of a new volume, and held them liable 
to pay the profits on the resales. 

A decree will be entered for the amounts 
found due by the two masters, as well as for the 
amount of the profits on the second-hand sales ; 
also for a perpetual injunction.

OBITUARY. 


REV. DR. S. IRENA] US PRIME. 

Tue Rev. Samuel Irenzus Prime, D.D., sen- 
ior editor of the Odserver, and one of the highest 
ecclesiastical authorities in this country, died at 
Manchester, Vt., on the 18th inst., in the sev- 
enty-third year of his age. Dr. Prime was par- 
alyzed on the right side on the 12th, and from 
that time until his death he never regained full 
consciousness, although he seemed to recognize 
his wife and those about his dying-bed. He 
leaves a widow, two sons, and two daughters. 

Dr. Prime was educated for, and early in life 
entered upon, the ministry, but ill health com- 
pelled him to enter upon a different field. He 
chose that of journalism, and came to New York 
in 1840 to join the editorial staff of the Mew Yor 
| Observer, at that time a comparatively small sheet 

only seventeen years old. Dr. Prime’s special 
ability for editorial work soon showed itself, and 
in 1845 he was promoted to the position of as- 
sistant-editor. In 1858 he bought the interest of 
Sidney E. Morse and became senior editor of 
| the paper, a position which he continued to fill 
| until his death. Under him the Odserver grew 
and flourished, and Dr. Prime’s opinions on im- 
| portant church questions were eagerly looked for 
| and held as authority. He did a great amount 
of work on the paper, writing weekly six col- 
|umns of editorials, the ‘‘ Irenzus Letters,’’ a 
series which he began in 1837, and which became 
a leading feature of the Odserver, and reading 
and answering himself all the letters which came 
to him from all parts of the country. 

Notwithstanding his busy life as an editor, he 
| found time to write more than forty volumes 

many of which have been published anony- 
mously. Among those which bear his name as 
the author are: ‘‘ The Oid White Meeting: 

House, or, Reminiscences of a Country Con- 

gregation’’ (1845); ‘* Lifein New York ”’ (1545); 

‘* Annals of the English Bible,’’ Abridged from 

Anderson and Continued to the Present Jime 
| (1849) ; ‘‘ Thoughts on the Death of Little Chil- 
dren” (1850) ; “ Travels in Europe and the Kast
